But regarding the 
Dennis Mendelson sale, we went "0 for February"; but for a late submission 
from Chris McCawley, there would be absolutely nothing in these pages regard- 
ing the sale of Dennis's middle dates. Are we sated with cent sales, or what? 
You don't have to be a major researcher to comment on your experiences with 
regard to such an event, in person or by mail! Supposedly the 'whole gang' 
turned out; but they've been strangely silent. . .Why? 

Remember, P-W is ultimately what vou make it — I can only edit and 
assemble what I'm provided. It's in the mutual interest of all collectors to 
be actively involved in an organization such as ours. Don't just let Tom, and 
Bob, and Pete carry the ball — let me hear you! 

The May issue of P-W will again be delayed, to ensure that most if not 
all of the Convention reports can be included. Hopefully, however, with an 
April 25-28 Convention, we can still do better than the last week in May, as 
in 1990!

It is very easy, and I consider it lazy, to be a docile collector — sit 
back and accept rarity records, pay blown-up prices for low grade coins that 
are allegedly Rarity 6 or Rarity 7 items, and not seek knowledge in your 
collecting area. 

I have taken several steps in the opposite direction by reading all 
material I can find about my specialized numismatic hobby area (N.J. coppers), 
obtaining as many past auction catalogs as practical, observing the availabil- 
ity and movement of the rarer die varieties, seeking advice and knowledge from 
those with years of experience and expertise AND, I hope, sharing the informa- 
tion with fellow enthusiasts by these articles in P-W . 

Based on the facts shown in the listing below, I am sorry to report that 
M40-b, now reported as an R7 (4-12 pieces known), should be down graded to at 
least an R6 (13 to 30 pieces known). Except for the possibility of some 
duplication, this coin could be reduced an additional step to an R5 (31-75 
pieces known).

Authors, Cataloge rs. Collectors and Dealers Who Have Contributed 
to the Study and Collection of United States Large Cents 

Pete Smith 


Mehl, B(enjamin) Max Born in 1884 in Lithuania; died September 27, 1957. 
Coin dealer in Dallas, Texas. Married with two daughters and 
grandchildren. Conducted major copper sales including the French fixed 
price list. Ads in The Numismatist indicate that the catalog was first 
available in May 1930. He also conducted the Neil auction June 17, 1947. 
In 1910 Mehl saw the collection of cents assembled by Benjamin Collins 
and determined to assemble a set of similar quality. Bought Dr . Adler’s 
collection in 1914. Bought from Morgan and Sternberg auctions in 1932. 
Finally bought out the Collins collection from his estate in 1937. 

Collins had exhibited his collection and Mehl continued to exhibit. Mehl 
was not only known for his sale of quality cents. In his January 1923 
FPL he offered 500 large cents poor and holed for $5.00. He offered them 
with this comment, "At that price they are cheap enough to throw at 
cats . " 

Mendelson, Dennis Born May 17, 1947, in Columbus, Ohio. Graduate of Ohio 
State University. Married with three children. His collection of middle 
date large cents was sold at auction by Superior February 3, 1991. The 
sale was rescheduled from January 27, 1991. 

Merkin, Lester (fl 1964-74) New York dealer. Conducted major copper sales 
including Helfenstein, August 14, 1964. Several unnamed sales 1964 to 
1974 have important cents. Cataloging was by Breen. 

Merritt, George W. Deceased. Contributed cents plated in Frossard 1879 
monograph. Collection sold by Frossard January 3, 1879. Adams "A" with 
comment "Fabulous cents." Contained 200 LC including mint state 1793 ’s 
and two new 1794’s. The entire sale realized $1400. One hundred thick 
paper priced copies were issued after the sale. 

Mickley, Joseph J. Born February 24, 1799, at Catassauqa near Bethlehem, 
Pennsylvania; died February 15, 1878. Musical instrument repairman in 
Philadelphia. Married twice with six children. He began to collect 
cents as a search for one from his birth year. In 1867 he lost $16,000 
worth of coins in a burglary. His remaining collection was sold by 
Woodward October 28-November 2, 1867. Contained 140 LC, choice cents and 
proofs, Adams "A," Sometimes called "The Father of American Numismatics." 
(see Cogan) Mickley coins were included in Haseltine sale January 31, 
1879. 

Mickley purchased discarded coin dies sold by the mint as scrap metal. 

He collaborated with Cogan to produce restrikes of the cents of 1804 and 
1823. Also responsible for the restrike of 1810. Coinage was believed 
to take place about 1868 or 1869. Some of Mickley ’s other dies were 
confiscated by the government after his death. The cent dies were sold 
to Mont rovi lie Dickeson and later to Captain Haseltine. It has been 
reported that the dies were discovered by Steigerwalt who defaced them. 
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Mickley was the subject of a medal produced by the Swedish mint about 
1879. Silver medals were struck in Sweden. The dies came to America 
where bronze medals were struck and sold for $2.50. A restrike or 
reissue of the medal was made about 1958. 

Miller of Philadelphia Produced the second restrikes of the cents of 1823. 

Miller, Edward Collection sold at auction by William Hesslein April 12, 

1916. Contained 200 large cents including CC pieces. His VF-25 Hays 8 
went to R. 0. Book and later ANS. 

Miller, Henry Clay Born May 19, 1844 in Philadelphia; died February 6, 

1920. Graduate of Williams College in 1867. Resident of New York City. 
Employed with Goodbody & Co. Never married. His collection was sold at 
auction by Lyman Low June 15, 1897. Unrated by Adams. Another sale by 
Thomas Elder April 13-14, 1917. The sale had 54 varieties of 1794. Five 
of these had been plated in Gilbert-Elder. Author of The State Coinage 
of Connecticut . His Connecticut cents were sold at auction by Elder May 
26-29, 1920. 

Mills, John G. Resident of Albany, New York. Collection sold at auction by 
Chapman brothers April 27-29, 1904. Contained 160 LC, 48 plated, Adams 
"A." 

Montanye, Lewis F. Collection sold at auction by H. G. Sampson April 27-28, 
1881. Contained 189 LC; Adams "A." 

Moore, Robert Lowell Born 1896; died April 26, 1986. Partner with Ernest 
Henderson in the Sheraton Hotel chain. Also partner with Henderson in 
Sheraton Coin Company. Sold personal collection to Dorothy I. Paschal. 

Morgan, William Festus Purchased proofs from the Beckwith collection. His 
collection of large cents was sold by J. C. Morgenthau & Co. June 16, 
1932. There were 398 lots of choice cents plus 27 lots of duplicates. 

Morley, Tom Born March 9, 1936 in Tawas City, Michigan. He received a B. 

S. from Michigan State University in 1959. He is married with four sons. 
Morley has been the owner of an advertising agency and management company 
since 1973. Author of 1794 Large Cents Graded and Updated In 1979. 

Morley cataloged the Nofal-Kling sale in 1976. His collection was sold 
at auction by Cape Kennedy Medals December 20, 1975. It had 36 pages, 

208 lots. The collection included all numbered varieties of 1794 
although missing the S-18a edge variety. The most expensive coin in the 
sale was an S-37 in VG 7 that realized $2875. 

After purchasing coins at the Garrett sale, Morley caught a cab for the 
airport. The cab drove off with Morley ’s coins. A quick media campaign 
found the driver and Morley got his coins back. 

Mougey, Peter Died February 13, 1908, at age 67. Wholesale grocer in 

Cincinnati, Ohio. Married with three sons and two daughters. Collection 
sold by Elder September 1-3, 1910. Contained 300 LC including proof 1834 
N-7 (lot 179 0 $24), another 1834 N-7 (lot 184 @ $12) and 1848 small date 
(lot 251) which was withdrawn. Elder called the large cent section the 
finest collection ever offered." 
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Naftzger, Roy E. Jr. "Ted” (REN) A contemporary collector who has assembled 
the finest collection of large cents ever formed. Charter member number 
60 of EAC. Discovered a new obverse die of 1793 Liberty Cap. He 
announced this discovery at 1978 EAC convention. It is now called the 
.1793 NC-6 and remains unique. 

Duplicates from the Naftzger collection were sold at auction by New 
Netherlands November 14, 1973. This included 285 lots of early date 
cents 1793 to 1814 with 210 plated. Cataloging was by Jon Hanson. _ 
Descriptions of coins were extensive with many coins in the Condition 
Census. Pedigrees were listed and included many of the important names 
in cent collecting. A record price was set with a cent bringing $20,000. 
This was lot 325, 1793 S-3 in almost MS-60. Pedigree names on that coin 
included Zabriskie, Chapman, Brand, Wurtzbach, Sears, Hines, Sheldon, 
Raymond, Ryder, and Sloss. 

Neggen, Fred Died November 1974. Veteran of WW II. Married. Resident of 
Northridge, California. Collection sold by Superior February 16-18, 

1976. There were two groups of cents in the sale including the 
reappearance of several coins from the Ruby sale. However, none were 
consigned by Neggen. 

Neil, Will W. Born December 6, 1894, near Soloman, Kansas; died May 3, 

1967. Graduate of Kansas City College of Pharmacy. Employed as a 
druggist in Abelene. Retired in 1946. First described 1793 edge variety 
now known as S-llb in The Numismatist for March 1928. Collection sold by 
Max Mehl June 17, 1947 (photo). Highlights included silver center cent 
of 1792 and 1792 cent without silver center. Large cents ran 394 lots 
but no plates. He had a few other coins besides large cents such as an 
1804 dollar, 1894-S dime and 1913 Liberty nickel. 

Nelson, Dorothy Associated with TAD collection. Bought some coins at 
auction that later appeared in TAD sale. 

New Netherlands Coin Company Owned by Moritz Wormser and later his son, 

Charles. Employed John J. Ford, Jr. and later Walter Breen as cataloger. 
Conducted major copper sales including 30th 5/20/50, 215 LC; 33rd Wismer, 
4/13-14/51, 90 LC; 34th 10/5/51, Hall-Brand 94’s; 39th Pawling, 11/22/52, 
386 LC; 41st Ryder, 9/26/52, 206 LC; 44th Kissner, 6/23/54, 225 LC; 50th 
Boyd-Gaskill, 12/6-7/57, 730 LC; 51st Landau, 6/19-20/58, 206 LC; 54th 
Hussey, 4/22-23/60, 285 LC; 59th 6/13-15/67, 184 LC; and 64th Naftzger, 
11/14-15/1973, 284 LC. 

Newcomb, Howard Rounds (HRN) Born December 31, 1877, in Detroit, Michigan; 
died January 7, 1945. He served in the Navy during the Spanish-American 
War. Married with two children. Managed Newcomb, Endicott & Co but 
retired in 1927. 

Author of The United States Cents of the Years 1801-1802-1803 in 1925. 

It contained 85 pages and 5 plates. Issue price was $7.00. One hundred 
copies were printed. At the ANA convention in 1925 he exhibited 114 high 
grade cents of 1801-1802-1803. He was also selling copies of his book 
at the convention. He wrote the standard reference United States Copper 
Cents 1816-185? . It was ready for publication about 1938 but various 
problems including WW II delayed publication until 1944. It had 284 
pages and 11 plates. It was published by Numismatic Review, a subsidiary 
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of Stack’s. The standard edition was offered at $5.00 with a limited 
deluxe edition available for $15.00. About 750 to 1000 thin paper copies 
were printed. About 50 of these were bound in leather. Perhaps 75 to 
100 thick paper copies were produced with 25 bound in leather and 
interleaved. The book was reprinted in 1956 (500 copies), 1963 (500 
copies) and 1981. Newcomb had been collaborating with Clapp on a book 
published after his death in 1947, The United States Cents of the Years 
1 795-1 796-1 797-1800 . 

Newcomb assembled and exhibited important coins in many series besides 
large cents. Frossard conducted a sale May 17, 1901 that was an early 
collection of Howard R. Newcomb. At the time of his death his collection 
was believed to be the most complete and finest of the time. The 
collection was offered for sale in two parts, February 7-8, 1945, and May 
16, 1945. The cents were in individual boxes with Newcomb attributions. 
These were passed on to buyers. The 487 lots in Part I realized 
$21,704.50. Part II was offered by lot with Blaisdell the successful 
bidder on many pieces. Then $500 was added and the cents were offered as 
a group. Floyd Starr bought the group for $5,350. In 1982 Ken 
Hallenbeck of the ANA asked for help in locating a photo of Newcomb. 

They did not have one in their files. Newcomb’s likeness appears on a 
rnedal struck by the California Coin Club for their first anniversary in 
1929. It was struck to honor his work on the cents of 1801-1802-1803. 

His half cent collection was sold to B. Max Mehl in 1935. 

Newcomer, Waldo Born September 14, 1867, in Baltimore, Maryland; died June 
29, 1934. Graduate of Johns Hopkins in 1889. Married with three 
children. President of the National Exchange Bank. CEO of Baltimore 
Trust Company and vice president of railroads. Collection sold to B. Max 
Mehl for $250,000 in 1931. Coins were included in several sales 
conducted by Mehl and Morganthau. Suffered burglary in 1913 perpetrated 
by the electricians (Frederick Holtz and Otto House) who had recently 
installed his burglar alarm. 

Nichols, David Descendent of Benjamin Goodhue who got cents from the mint. 
Gave name to the "Nichols Find," a hoard of perhaps 1000 to 5000 mint 
state cents of 1796 and 1797 and including varieties S-119, S-123 and S- 
135. 

Nofal , Robert Contributed to Nofal-Kling sale by Cape Kennedy Medals July 
3, 1976. 

Norweb Family 

Liberty Emery Holden Born 1833; died 1913. Father of Albert. 

Albert Fairchild Holden Born 1866; died May 1913. Married Katherine 
Davis, 1894. Parents of Emery May Holden. 

Emery May Holden Norweb Born November 30, 1896, in Salt Lake City. Died 
March 27, 1984. Drove an ambulance in France during WW I. Married R. 
Henry Norweb, Sr. October 18, 1917. 

R(aymond) Henry Norweb, Sr. Born May 31, 1895, in Nottingham, England. 
Died October 1, 1983. Graduate of Harvard. Married Emery May Holden. 
Parents of R. Henry Norweb, Jr. In diplomatic service; ambassador to 
Panama and Cuba. 

R(aymond) Henry Norweb, Jr. Born in Paris August 19, 1918, during an air 
raid. Married to Libby Gardner with three children. Board member 
of American Numismatic Society. Recently elected President of ANS. 
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Norweb Collection Collection started by Albert Holden. He bought many 

large cents at auction and from dealers Chapman, Elder, Green, Hesslein, 
Low, Proskey and Sears in the years 1908-1910. His daughter assisted 
with attribution and cataloging of collection. She began buying on her 
own in 1907. She met John J. Ford, Jr. at 1952 ANA and would buy many 
coins through New Netherlands. She bought many coins being sold by the 
Brand heirs. The Norwebs were active in ANS. In 1984 Henry and Libby 
hosted a dinner for participants in ANS COAC. 

The collection has been sold in a series of auctions. Foreign coins were 
included in 1985 sales by Christie’s. There were also 4 sales conducted 
by Spink in London 1985 to 1987. U. S. Coins were sold at auction by 
Bowers and Merena. 

Noyes, William C. (WCN) A contemporary collector and cataloger. 

Responsible for cataloging annual EAC sales. He is attempting to produce 
a photographic catalog of all condition census cents. 

Oliphant, Jeffrey A contemporary collector. Served as president of EAC 
1981 to 1987. 

Packard, Mike A contemporary collector, occasional dealer and specialist on 
Massachusetts cents. Served as exhibits chairman for several EAC 
conventions. Continued a practice started by Tom Wolf of counterstamping 
cents as momentos of national meetings. Elected vice president of EAC in 
1990. 

Palmer, Darwin, Jr. A contemporary collector and occasional dealer. Vice 
president of EAC from 1978 to 1981. Charter member 68 of EAC. Friend of 
Phil Van Cleave. Negotiated with Kagin’s and assisted with catalog of 
Van Cleave collection. 

Parks, William Charter member number 32 of EAC. First elected treasurer of 
EAC serving 1967 to 1970. Publisher of Penny-Wise from September 15, 

1967 to 1986. Resigned this position at age 78. 

Parmelee, Loriri G. Born May 27, 1827, in Wilmington, Vermont; Deceased. In 
the baked bean business in Boston. He began searching through his daily 
receipts for rare cents in the 1850’s. He upgraded his collection and 
sold off duplicates. Bought the collections of George F. Seavey circa 
1873, J. Carson Brevoort circa 1876 and Charles I. Bushnell circa 1882. 
Collection was valued at $60,000 in 1883. Consigned coins to Strobridge 
June 18-20, 1873. Contained 310 LC including many choice and 
uncirculated cents. Adams "B." Strobridge sale of Parmelee (Brevoort) 
June 12, 1876, contained 170 LC; Adams "B." His collection was offered 
for sale by New York Coin and Stamp June 25-27, 1890. Contained 145 LC 
including 1793 NC-2, 1793 NC-3, S-48, S-80 and 1848 small date. Adams 
"A." The clover leaf cent, lot 671, sold to Steigerwalt for $79. 

Parmelee was known to buy back some coins consigned for sale. 

Paschal, Dorothy Iselin (DIP) Born September 22, 1905; died June 3, 1981. 

B. A. degree from Columbia University. Known as "Doctor Dorothy." 

Married with three children. Charter member number 77 of EAC. 

Contributed to revision of Penny Whimsy . Bought the Moore collection, 
the Henderson date set and the Judge Gaskill collection. Her collection 
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of Sheldon varieties was complete. Collection sold over time by Ray 
Chatham. 

Pawling, John (fl 1952) Discovered 1794 NC-5 in 1952. Also discovered 
broken obverse die state of 1797 NC-5. Collection consigned to New 
Netherlands 39th sale November 22, 1952. 71 lots including multiple and 

group lots totaling 443 LC. The 1794 NC-5 realized $75. An 1802 NC-2 
realized $97.50. 

Pearl, Oscar J. Resident of New York City. Collection sold via fixed price 
list by Numismatic Gallery in spring of 1944. Contained 479 lots with 16 
plates showing 288 coins. FPL included reprint of The United States 
Cents of 1 793 by Sylvester S. Crosby and The Cents of the Year 1794 by S. 
H. Chapman bound in. A deluxe cloth bound version of the sale was 
produced as well as a few in white leather. 

Peck, Jeff A contemporary collector of literature and student of coin 
pedigrees . 

Petersen, Christian M. Born September 5, 1908, in Ferndale, California. 
Resident of Chehalis, Washington. President of Pacific Northwest 
Numismatic Association 1952-1953. Managed Petersen Dairy Farm, harried 
with two children. Parts of collection sold intact to Art Kagin. Part 
sold by Hollinbeck-Kagin in their Nevada sale August 7, 1954. Contained 
115 LC. His 1834 N-7 was sold to Kreisberg in May 1957. More included 
in Hollinbeck-Kagin sale October 31, 1957. Contained 300 LC including 
1796 NC-1, 1802 NC-1, 1803 NC-1, S-264 and S-272. Remainders offered at 
auction February 1, 1986. Collection included high grade middle date 
cents . 

Phelps, Henry Deceased. His 1794 cents were sold to Steigerwalt. in 1901. 
They were offered in Steigerwalt fixed price list 63A dated October 1903. 
Adams "A." The Hays/Phelps set of 1794 ’s were later offered by Lymon Low 
in his sale of the Zug collection March 17, 1907. Adams "A." 

Picker, Richard Born June 22, 1915, in New York City; died in 1983. B. A. 
from New York University in 1938. Served in Army in WW II. Married with 
children and grandchildren. Known mostly as a dealer and collector of 
state and colonial coinage. His collection of brockages was sold by Coin 
Galleries May 24, 1989. They included brockages of 19 early and 32 
middle date cents. 

Pierce, C. David Duplicates were in Hollinbeck sale 11/25/44. Contained 
200 large cents including S-264 and S-272. The sale realized $51,522.30. 
More in Hollinbeck FPL 1945. Contained 150 LC. Collection sold by 
Kosoff May 15, 1947. Other Pierce coins were offered in the Numismatic 
Gallery FPL of Fall 1946. 

Pine Tree A division of First Coinvesters, Inc. Conducted major copper 
sales. In advance they promoted a December 1974 sale. This was 
postponed to become the 1975 EAC convention sale February 15, 1975. They 
also conducted the 1976 EAC sale March 5-6, 1976. Walter Breen was the 
primary cataloger. The 1976 sale included the William Weimer and David 
Hirt collections. The 1976 EAC sale is still the best reference 
published on Connecticut Cents. 
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Proskey, David U. Born December 12, 1853, in Wappingers Falls, New York; 

died August 16, 1928. Married with four children. Coin Dealer. Editor 
of The Coin Collector’s Journal. Partner with H. P. Smith in New York 
Coin & Stamp Company. George Clapp called Proskey the most knowledgable 
source on large cents he had ever met. Proskey wrote a series of 
articles on large cents for the CCJ. It was completed by Doughty who had 
very limited numismatic knowledge. Proskey sold his collection to Hines 
in 1916. 

Punchard, Richard V. "Dick" (RVP) Born December 27, 1932, in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota. Married with three children. Served in the Army 1953 to 
1955. He attended the University of Minnesota. Heating and air 
conditioning contractor since 1965. A contemporary collector of die 
varieties and die states 1793 to 1857. Discoverer of the 1822 N-14. He 
has also assembled an extensive library of the literature relating to 
large cents. His late date collection was sold privately to Dan Holmes. 
He is currently selling his middle dates privately. 

Rabin, William Died May 9, 1956 at age 65. Philadelphia coin dealer. 

Married with two children and four grandchildren. In the February 1924 
issue of The Numismatist he offered 37 cents of 1794 in a full page ad. 

He continued to offer large cents in later ads. Discovered poorest known 
1793 NC~3, Strawberry Leaf Cent, in 1941. He attempted to sell it 
through an ad in the August 1941 issue of The Numismatist. The asking 
price was $2500. James Kelly offered it at auction May 13-15, 1949. 

Floyd Starr bought it. 

Ralls, Dr. Philip W. A contemporary collector and occasional dealer. 

Responsible for producing pamphlet issued to new members of EAC. Elected 
president of EAC in 1990. 

Randall, J. Colvin Died in 1901. Dealer and cataloger from Philadelphia. 
Collection cataloged by Mason and auctioned at Bangs, Merwin & Co. 

October 18-19, 1869. Contained 110 LC; Adams "B." Collection included 
finest known Jefferson Head Cent. The 1794 ’s were cataloged according to 
Maris numbers from his recently published reference. Collection sold by 
S. K. Harzfeld November 26-27, 1880. Adams "A." Conducted his own sale 
November 28, 1882. Contained 61 LC including choice and unc cents. 
Additional dealers stock in Woodward sale December 16-19, 1885. 

Randall, John Swan Born October 1, 1817, in Norwich, New York; died January 
1, 1878. Wife and son died in childbirth in 1850. Gave name to "Randall 
Hoard", high grade large cents. In a letter to Cogan in 1870 he 
identified the coins as dated 1817, 1818, 1819, 1820 and 1825. It is now 
believed that the hoard consisted of 1816 N-2, 1817 N-13 and N-14, 1818 
N-10, 1819 N-8 and N-9, 1820 N-13 and N-15. Collection including bulk 
lots in Cogan sale May 6-9, 1878. 

RARCOA Conducted major copper sales including Saslow, January 18, 1969; and 
Masters, May 14-15, 1971. 

Rasmussen, Wes A. (WAR) Born October 5, 1934, in Milwaukee, Wisconsin; 

moved to Minneapolis as a child. Married with four children. He served 
four years in the Navy during the Korean conflict. Graduate of the 
Minnesota Business College in 1958. Owner of a printing business since 
1960. His company printed the Grellman/Reiver books Attribution Guide 
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for United States Large Cents 1840-1857. Rasmussen has been publisher of 
Penny-Wise since May 1986. He is active in civic and business 
organizations. He has served as president of the Minneapolis Lions Club. 
He also breeds and races thoroughbred horses. 

A contemporary collector who has assembled one of the finest known 
collection of cents 1793-1857. He began collecting large cents about 
1980. He became friends with Dick Punchard who encouraged him to collect 
varieties and die states. Punchard also had an extensive library and 
collection available for study and comparison. 

Rauch, Roy Began collecting LC in 1953. Collection sold at auction by 
Mclntire Numismatic Auctions June 10, 1988. Contained 88 LC including 
high grade middle dates. 

Raymond, Wayte Born November 9, 1886, in Norwalk, Connecticut; died 

September 23, 1956. Married. Employed as a bank teller prior to 1912,. 
Dealer and publisher of many numismatic reference books. Published The 
United States Copper Coins in 1931 with 21 pages. Also published The 
Coin Collector Series. Number eight (1941) was The United States Cents 
1804-1814 written by George Clapp. Published 160 issues of The Coin 
Collector’s Journal from 1934 to 1952. Conducted 60 auctions under his 
own name. Conducted auctions under United States Coin Company. 

Reiver, Jules Born September 25, 1916, in Wilmington, Delaware. Graduate 
of the University of Delaware in 1938. Married with four children. 

Served in Army in WW II. Industrial engineer with DuPont. Began 
collecting at age 7. An expert on die varieties of all U. S. coin 
series. One of the founders of the John Reich Society. Author of Mature 
Head United States Copper Cents 1843-1857 in 1980. Author with J. R. 
Grellman of Attribution Guide for United States Large Cents in 1987. In 
1968 discovered the 1797 NC-7, Also claimed discovery of the "accessory 
E" in wreath of 1837 N-12. 

Reynolds, Thomas D. "Tom" A contemporary collector and dealer selling via 
fixed price lists. A major bidder at large cent auctions. Discovered 
examples of 1798 NC-1 June 3, 1978; 1798 NC-2 September 30, 1978; 1801 
NC-1 July 12, 1981; 1794 NC~9 February 14, 1986 and an 1818 N-4 in VF35. 

Rice, George W. Born in 1852 in Oswego, New York; died April 7, 1918. 

Married with two daughters. Wrote a series of ten articles on large 
cents published in The Numismatist. Served as Secretary of the ANA in 
1894 to 1895. Collection sold at auction by St. Louis Stamp and Coin 
April 13-14, 1906. Contained 330 L.C and 4 plates. 

Roach, J. Chandler Deceased. Resident of Philadelphia. Collection sold to 
J. Colvin Randall. Later sold by S. K. Harzfeld November 26-27, 1880. 
Contained 128 LC, Adams "A." 

Robinson, Jack H. (JHR) Born December 11, 1941, in San Diego, California. 

B. C. S. degree from Benjamin Franklin University. Trained in 
accounting, developed computer software firm. Married with two 
daughters. Partner in McLaughlin and Robinson conducting auction sales 
including sales devoted to early copper. An occasional dealer. Partner 
with Bland and Loring in a private grading committee. Author and 
Publisher of Copper Quotes by Robinson in several editions. Bought Denis 
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Loring set of 1794 cents. Bought RSB S-79 becoming seventh person known 
to complete Sheldon series of cents. Collection sold at auction by 
Superior January 29-30, 1989 (photo). 

Ten deluxe presentation copies were produced with nine given to the 
consignor and staff. Lot 2021 was the tenth copy. It realized $5060. 

Ropes, E. W. Deceased. Collection sold at auction by New York Coin & Stamp 
Co. Part I was December 15, 1893. Contained 150 LC including S-80, 1848 
small date and uncirculated early dates. Adams "A." Part II was 
February 28, 1899. Contained 105 LC including S-48 and other choice 
cents. Adams "B." 

Rose, Joseph H. Born 1922 in Washington Heights. Served during WW II in 
Pacific in Air Corps. Correspondent for Stars and Stripes. Dealer with 
Harmer Rooke. In 1974 he and Anthony Terranova discovered a new example 
of Jefferson cent NC-1. Contributed to 1976 republication of Taxay 
Comprehensive Catalogue. Collection sold at auction by Harmer Rooke 
March 15, 1990. Contained 467 lots. 

Ross, George R. , Dr. (fl 1917-31) Wrote series of articles on die varieties 
in '/"he Numismatist 1919 to 1931. Collection part of Elder sale May IS- 
IS, 1937. Contained 362 cents. 

Ruby, Charles, Dr. Born December 28, 1900, in Cathage, Indiana. Practiced 
law in Indiana. On AHA Board of Governors 1951-1953. Served on U. S. 
Assay Commission 1968. Collected stamps, Indian artifacts, glassware and 
art. 

The Ruby collection was both broad and deep. In breadth it was second 
only to the AN3 collection in completeness. It’s depth represented many 
multiples and die states. Ruby discovered a 1793 NC-4 F-12 about 1950. 
The first Ruby sale was conducted by Superior February 11-13, 1974 
(photo). There were 346 lots of early date cents and 14 lots of large 
cent errors. The collection included many die states. Highlights were 
two examples of S-7 including the unique double dot die state; eight 
examples of 1794 Hays 4, S-17a collected by pedigree; the unique S-79 
holed brockage; three die states of S-264; and many other coins of great 
condition, great pedigree, or great rarity. 

The Ruby sale part III was February 10-12. 1975. There were 282 more 
lots of early date cents with more later dates and mint errors. The sale 
included a third S-7; another S-264; and doubles of many of the other 
rarities from the first sale. The two sales did not exhaust the Ruby 
collection. Many additional duplicates were dispersed through other 
auctions and private sales. 

Ryder, Hillyer Died February 11, 1928 at age 77. Resident of Carmel, New 
York. Collection bought by Wayte Raymond May 5, 1945 for $30,000. He 
included some in his auction of November 20, 1945. Contained 160 LC. 

Some consigned by Raymond to New Netherlands 41st sale September 26, 

1953. Contained 87 LC 1793-1814 and 121 LC 1816-1857. Collection 
included 300 LC, 200 half cents, 900 Connecticut cents and 400 other 
colonial pieces. Author of The Colonial Coins of Vermont and The Copper 
Coins of Massachusetts.

PROGENITORS OF THE HALF CENT HAPPENING: AN INFORMAL HISTORY 

— by a variety of surrogate authors 


For some fifteen years "Happenings" have provided considerable edifica- 
tion and enjoyment for hundreds of EAC'ers. Sources for much of the where, 
when, and by whom, of the early "Happenings" is provided in back issues of P~W 
and from a prominent, and long time collector of the series - Gene Braig. 

The Charter "Happening" was hosted by Jim McGuigan at his Ann Arbor home 
on November 29, 1975. Attendees were Mark Borckardt, Gene and Sue Braig, Host 
McGuigan, and Frank Wilkinson. It began after the Michigan State Numismatic 
Society Convention closed, and Gene remembers - "We played Whist until 1:00 or 
2:00 AM. The only sub-variety was Jim's 1795 C-5b. Varieties/score: Jim 

68/130; Gene 63/69; Mark 42/48 (using his Dad's half cent stock); Frank 34/40. 
Frank, Mark, and I obviously had very few two-point plays. We saw 74 differ- 
ent varieties. Gene had a 1793 C-2, and 1795 C-3. Jim had the only 1793 C-l, 
1794 C-la and C-3, 1795 C-5b, 1803 C-2, 1806 C-l, and 1831. Jim's photo of 
the finest known 1808 C-l was not allowed and he wouldn't let me make a 
pressing of it. Sue kept score but didn't vote." Frank Wilkinson (a starving 
scholar??) remembers the great food Jim served but was unable to provide an 
opinion on the notable half cents displayed. 

Frank Wilkinson describes No. 2 in 1976 as "the second annual half cent 
confabulation." I presume it was held at Jim McGuigan's home in Ann Arbor. 
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Attending were Mark Borckardt, Gene Braig, Allan and Kathy Brouard, Jon Lusk, 
Jim McGuigan, Bill Raymond, Mike Rintz, and Frank. Frank proclaims this "to 
be one of the largest whist matches (Jim McGuigan vs. Bill Raymond) in the 
history of half cent collecting." Time constraints limited participants to 
showing only varieties from 1793 through 1804 - Jim won by one point. Frank 
says that "Nearly all of the half cent varieties were used. " Whist activities 
concluded about 03:00, and then the attendees got down to some serious half 
cent marketing for another couple of hours. Remember this occurs in 1976 and 
the participants were relatively young men who could endure the rigors of such 
a meeting without ill effects! 

Scribe Frank Wilkinson writes of no. 3 as "the third annual HCH." It 
began at 6 P.M. , with food served at 7. Site is Ann Arbor, MI, on Nov. 25, 
1977. Jon Lusk and Jim McGuigan co-hosted this event at Jon and Sally Lusk's 
home. Attendees were Mark Borckardt, Gene Braig, Deborah and Roger Cohen, Ron 
Guth, Steve Lund, Jon and Sally Lusk, Jim McGuigan, R. Tettenhorst, Frank, 

John Wright, and Bob Yuell. It was planned as an Errors show-and-tell. It 
opened with an abundance of mis-struck 1795 's and 1797 's. Draped Bust errors 
included several brockages.. A pre-dawn "Cake Break" was held at 04:00 hours. 

An evidently — cool Gene Braig's brief write-up of No. 4 reads: "11/78 

at the Lusk's. Present: Jon and Sally, Gene, Jim McGuigan, Mike Rintz, John 

and Mabel Ann Wright. Shot? and Tell - no Whist. Smokers (Gene) got to use 
the porch. Michigan (weather) in November isn't too friendly." 

No. 5 attendee Don Valenziano provides this account: November 28th, 

1979 at Jon and Sally Lusk's home. In addition to Jon and Sally were Gene 
Braig, Alan Brouard, Ron Guth, Dr. Wallace Lee, Jim McGuigan, Michael Rintz, 
Dennis Rynes, Mike Sugamele, Don, Frank Wilkinson, John and Mabel Ann Wright, 
and Bob Yuell. Don describes the highlights as Jon Lusk's chili, and an AU50 
(Finest Known!) 1804 C-7 discovered by John Wright. 

Gene Braig recalls No. 6 as: "11/80 at Lusk's. Present: Jon and 
Sally, Gene, A1 Brouard, Ron Guth, Wally Lee, Jim McGuigan, Mike Rintz, Dennis 
Rynes, Mike Sugamele and friend, Don Valenziano, Frank Wilkinson, John and 
Mabel Ann Wright, Bob Yuell. This might have been the Happening that gave 
Wally Lee the fever. I think this is the one where Sue Braig did a cake of he 
1804 C-6 reverse in die stage Braig 10.0, Breen XVI+. Massive show and tell." 

I fine no reference in P-W to a 1981 Happening. 

No. 7a was the first of two "Happenings" held in 1982. It took place at 
Cherry Hill, NJ in conjunction with the 7th Annual (June, '82) Garden State 
Numismatic Assn. Convention. Notable were the number attending (46) to hear 
Roger Cohen review half cent history and scholarship, he reviewed books by 
Frossard and Gilbert, and Ross's study in the Numismatist . Half cents in the 
outstanding collections formed by Alvord, Showers, and Brobston among others 
were described. Roger displayed many half cents from his collection including 
rarities of 1794 and 1804 in outstanding condition. 

No. 7b was what might be described as Pennsylvania's equivalent of the 
"Shootout at the O.K. Corral" with copper half cents substituting for hot 
lead. It was truly a great whist match between two highly respected collec- 
tors - challenger Jim McGuigan and author Roger Cohen. It took place Sept. 
25th at Jim's home in New Versailles. Ten eminent half cent scholars - Braig, 
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Evans, Fischer, Guth, Kane, Shimkus, Tettenhorst, Valenziano, Yuell, and 
Wilkinson were impaneled as judges. Frank Wilkinson's article in the November 
1982 P-W . pages 299-302, provides a first hand description of this celebrated 
whist match. Jim, as always a gracious host, was once again the consensus 
winner, thus scoring a half cent whist "threepeat. " 

1984 's "Happening" was hosted by Wally and Sue Lee during the ANA 
Convention in Detroit. It featured good fellowship, good food, and a whist 
match between Wally and Jon Lusk. Wally and Jon battled until the early AM 
and had only completed the Liberty Cap and Draped Bust varieties. They agreed 
to stop, sleep, and prepare for the EAC meeting later that morning. 

I find no reference to a 1985 "Happening," but a relatively new, 
energetic, half cent aficionado from New Jersey came up with some interesting 
ideas and a format for future "Happenings." Rick Leonard's proposal in P-W 
for March '86 opens with this paragraph: "Beginning last Fall a number of 

Half-Cent collectors have been brain-storming ( 'whistfully' ) a way of doing 
something out of the ordinary at the upcoming Convention. We wanted something 
which would provide some formal Condition Census data, settle a few of those 
less formal 'whose-is-better' questions, and most of all, be enjoyable for 
all." Thus did Rick became a prime mover in providing half cent collectors of 
every persuasion an annual opportunity to show, share, and participate in Half 
Cent Happenings. Using Rick's format for the first time that year at 
Washington, D.C. taught us many things that were adopted in subsequent 
"Happenings" making them more enjoyable for everyone. Each year small changes 
(hopefully improvements) are made based on suggestions received from exhibi- 
tors and viewers. So Rick joins earlier half cent notables as another member 
to whom we are indebted for making copper collecting and EAC so worthwhile.

Dues: Includes dues, first-class postage surcharges, and back 

issues of PENNY-WISE (when available). Our $16/year dues 
did not cover the $20/member publication cost of P-W for 1990. 

Ads: Advertisements in PENNY-WISE are intended to be an at-cost 
service. The current ad rate of $60/page did not cover our 
$70/page pr inting+mailing cost for 1990 or the $77/page cost 
of the Jan 91 issue. Considering this and the just-made 16% 
postal-cost increase, effective with the July 91 issue, P-W 
advertising will be $80/page . 

Conv: Convention income/outgo exceeds this slightly. These 

figures are checks I wrote and deposits I made in '1990 on 
behalf of the EAC Annual Convention. Net proceeds from 
the Annual Convention were down over $4000 from last year 
because of higher convention-costs this year . 

Direct: This is money paid to our printer. It is up about 10% from 

last years figures, and will rise more for the higher postal 
rates effective 3 Feb 91 . 

Supp: All P-W costs not paid to our printer — up slightly from 

as yeai because mailing-list maintenance costs were more. 

Org- Club dues to other groups, membership servicing, remailing 
mis-sent issues of P-W, EAC telephone calls, etc. EAC does 
not carry liability insurance, as the annual cost of this 
has grown beyond justification. 

Libr- This cost is up about $2000 this year because the EAC Library 
bought pages and albums for the color photo-project. This 
project is ongoing, but the massive cost for albums should 
be a one-time occurrence. 


EAC reimburses out-of-pocket expenses of its officers and 
representatives for carrying on EAC functions. We do not pay 
officers or any other volunteers for articles in PENNY-WISE, 
for their time, for mileage, or for their expenses in getting 
to or attending EAC meetings, regardless of where such meetings 
are held. By all of us being generous with our time and services, 
we can keep EAC dues to a reasonable level . We try to peg dues- 
levels to the cost of printing and mailing P-W and expect all other 
income to cover all other expenses.

SPECIAL REPORT: THE DENNIS MENDELSON SALE 


Chris McCawley 


One might think with war in the Middle East and the economy on the skids 
that collectors minds' might be otherwise engaged. But not so. The Dennis 
Mendelson Sale held February 3 by Superior in Beverly Hills proved once again 
that no man-made or natural disaster can suppress the seemingly-insatiable 
appetite of collectors for choice Early Copper. Of course the quality of the 
meal invariably affects the hunger of the guests. 

Having known Dennis for some years, I feel fairly well acquainted with 
his habits of collecting.. The method in which Dennis's collection was 
assembled had much to do with the attraction of this sale. First it should be 
noted that this was not a sale of only finest known and mint state gems. It 
was a collection of carefully assembled pieces. Most of the coins in the 
collection were middle grade VF30 to EF45, but each one of them was selected 
with a purpose or desire in mind. It is almost an accident that Dennis's 
collection did well from a financial point of view. From this aspect it could 
certainly be said "he loved not wisely but too well" because investment was 
usually the last consideration, an afterthought. The primary consideration 
was the integrity of the collection. For this reason there were many rather 
common coins represented by examples that could easily have been upgraded. 

The 16 N-2 was a simple AU. The 18 N-10 and 20 N-13 were undistinguished MS60 
coins bought doubtless because a nice EF never came along. The 38 N-l was an 
EF45. Any of these could have been upgraded to gem MS65's with just a phone 
call. This was not really of concern. Take a look at the 1816's. A rare 
perfect obverse 16 N-l, a choice VF30 N-l, and the finest known terminal die 
state N— 1 i This followed by the common 16 N-2 mentioned above, then a superb 
AU50 1816 N— 3 i Dennis like everyone started out naive, wanting everything, 
but he quickly jettisoned the extraneous diversions. Collections of 94 's, 
98's, and 1800's, collections of type coins, really great sets of buffalo 
nickels and Lincolns all were sold to finance the middle date and die state 
collection. He also became a student which is why his collection contained 
many very rare through often not highly valued coins (the 16 N-3 perfect 
obverse mentioned above brought only $105). But they were valued by Dennis! 
And he spent many hours researching and many more hours pursuing coins that 
might only cost a couple of hundred dollars at most, when found. Of course 
not everything came cheap. It was truly entertaining at times to watch him at 
work. Most of you have never seen a blue tick hound barely catch a scent, 
irrevocably explore every possible point of origin, and then track it down in 
a mad excited rush. So I will have to relate a couple of stories. The 35 N-4 
lot 472 in this sale had last appeared as lot 297 in the Starr I sale. A few 
phone calls determined the successful bidder at Starr. It was the weeks and 
months of courtship that followed, in which Dennis did everything but send the 
owner flowers and candy that ultimately won him the prize. Similarly, Starr 
II contained an unobtrusive group lot of three die states of 1831 N-12, lot 
1692. The current owner was located. But alas sometimes mere money is not 
sufficient tribute. The lot of three coins was still intact but part of the 
price required the surrender of a choice 1829 N-7, the intermediate state 
wheelspoke variety, hardwon as Robbie Brown lot 666. Thus Dennis's sale 
contained only one of the RSB 29 N-7's but all three of the great Starr II 31 
N-12 die states. Anyway, it was all the work that went into the formation of 
the Dennis Mendelson collection that will make this sale of import in the 
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future. It will be some time before we can again open an auction catalog an d 
see four die states of 1817 N-12, each one of them an important coin: a rare 

early state, with only the faintest cracks; the most common intermediate state 
but an MS60 coin! ; a rare late state with the heavy break at star 1; and the 
unique terminal state with a rim cud joining the first three stars! Or six 
different die states of 1831 N-9, the earliest with faint cracks, the latest 
with the terminal cud joining stars three, four, and five. Anyone who does 
not have a copy of this sale should get one. Combined with the Jack Robinson 
catalog, the two form a virtually definitive reference on middle date die 
states. 

As to the sale itself, the week started out pretty much as expected. 
Superior greeted us warmly, though the change in owners has certainly resulted 
in some changes in protocol. Lot viewing went smoothly and there was a nice 
cocktail party the night before the sale. There hasn't been a turnout like 
this for a sale since Jack's. Everyone showed up, and I think much of that 
had to do with the friendships formed through the years. I know that more 
than one person flew a couple thousand miles to be there without intending to 
buy a single coin. Denis Loring always seems to find at least one incredible 
restaurant everyplace we go. So afterwards four of us faithfully followed him 
to RJ s. Who would think an Okie like me would be going for barbecue in 
Beverly Hills? But the ribs and rattlesnake chicken were great; Denis, Dan 
Holmes, Tom Reynolds and I together were unable to finish off one piece of the 
mammoth chocolate fudge cake, and I know my flight instructor father would 
have been proud to see how years of patient encouragement finally paid off 
with a paper airplane exhibition long to be remembered. 

At a little after six Sunday the sale began. The very first lot, a 
perfect obverse 16 N-l, one of only a handful known, went for only $105. The 
terminal die state, a beautiful coin described as VG10 but probably at least 
F12, went to the book at $1500 but was reopened and subsequently sold for a 
bid of $2000. The great 1817 N-l which sold for $2000 in Robbie Brown sold 
for $1800 here. Not a great increase over four years! But the 1817 N-7 with 
mouse, a nice EF 45, brought $2500, about twice the pre-sale estimate, and we 
were off to the races. This was a somewhat difficult sale to figure out. 

Many of the most important coins sold quite reasonably, even cheap. The 1818 
N-4, a terrific coin, brought only $6500. An 1818 N-2 early die state Dennis 
had paid $2970 for in JHR brought only $1100 here. The beautiful 29 N-9 which 
brought over $3500 in Matthews a little over a year ago went to only $2200, 
and a great 35 N-18 which brought $2860 in RSB stopped at $1300 here. 

Curiously, the more middle-of-the road coins were bringing strong, even 
fantastic prices, and of course there were the bright lights. The nice MS60 
1826 N-8 purchased for well under a thousand dollars brought $3800. A great 
little 1830 N-9 in G6 maybe a little better went for $6750. A late state 1839 
N-l which originally came out of the EAC sale in 1985 for $400, to Dennis 
Coffey, then to me, to Dennis at less than $600, sold here for a phenomenal 
$3600! The 39 N-15, a nice fine, brought $4800. The one disappointing area 
was the die states. Apparently these remain underappreciated. There were 
some fantastic coins here. But with rare exceptions they failed to elicit the 
kind of excitement they deserve. The 17 N-12 terminal die state went for 
$3740 in JHR but stopped at a little more than half that here. The 17 N-17 
with terminal cud at TAT, a terrific coin, brought $1500; the 31 N-12 state 2, 
one of the finest known of this rare die state, a nice VF25, brought only 
$1150. I thought this example nicer overall than the VF30 example that 
brought over $3000 in the Robinson sale. Where was the underbidder from JHR? 
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Traditionally, these reverses had been classed into three main styles or 
types: reverse of 1794, reverse of 1796, and reverse of 1797. Modern 

classification sometimes agrees and sometimes doesn't (read on). 

The reverses of '94 are considered to be reverses S, U, and V. (Sheldon 
attributions). The traditional reverses of '96 are: H, J, L, M, N, P, Q, X. 
The traditional reverses of '97 are: I, K, 0, R, T, W, Y, Z, M. 

The reverses of '94 can be summarized as follows: handout with left 

wreath leaf count at fourteen, fraction bar and numerals small, single leaf 
under C (of CENT), denticles wide and wedge-shaped. They are leftover dies 
from 1794 (or very early 1795?). Reverse "U" first appeared as reverse "F" of 
1795, on S-79. The modern terminology is in agreement with the traditional; 
we continue to refer to these as reverses of 1794. 

The traditionally-called reverses of 1796 are most easily recognized by 
the single leaves at the wreath tops. Denticles, when seen, are narrow and 
peg-shaped. These reverses are now called reverses of '95, related to S-77 
and the '96 Liberty Cap reverses, and were most likely prepared in late 1795. 

The traditional reverses of '97 constitute the remainder of the dies. 

The main features of the wreath were hubbed, with the fine details added by 
hand. These reverses have sixteen leaves left and nineteen leaves right, with 
a more mechanized appearance when compared to the earlier reverse dies. 
However, there is one critical factor, often ignored. Four of these '97 
reverses have the wreath style of '97 but with the small fraction numerals, 
and fine fraction bar, as seen on earlier reverses. These are dies I, K, 0, 

R. These four reverses (plus 1797 rev. K, S-134) were probably prepared in 
late 1796 (though none were used until early in 1797). Modernists consider 
these the true reverses of '96. I enjoy referring to them as "prototype 
reverses of '97." 

The remaining reverses, featuring the larger fraction punches, heavy 
fraction bar, and bold, peg-shaped denticles (T, W, Y, Z, M), are the 
legitimate reverses of 1797. These reverses, and their obverse mates were 
used in late 1797 and early 1798, despite the obverse date of 1796. 

Once you can recognize the differences between the four major styles of 
1796 Draped Bust reverses, variety attribution becomes that much quicker and 
easier. It really is amazing that four years worth of reverses were utilized 
within a single date of large cent. We can thank such variation on the poor 
conditions at the mint (yellow fever epidemic, for one), causing personnel 
disorganization, attrition, and turnover. Copper coinage often received 
lowest priority, and the highly variable quantity and quality of the copper 
also helped in the variation. 

In my opinion, 1796 Draped Busts possess a charm and diversity unrivaled 
by any other date in the Draped Bust era, and subsequent types.

617 Early dates were in the three largest collections, thus the remain- 
ing 33 collectors averaged only 23 Early dates each; yet there were 11 
complete Early date sets and four collectors needed only a 1799 or an 1804 to 
complete their Early dates. 

If the Top 3 results are confusing to a few collectors it is because 
only the best example from each collection was used. Thus if the census shows 
50,40,30 and an individual reported both a 40 and a 35 coin ONLY his best 
example, the 40 coin, was used in the census. The objective here was not to 
find the best examples per date but rather to find out what grade of material 
was available to most collectors.

2346 Middle dates reported 

Although at least one uncirculated example was reported for each date, 
this was due to four collectors who were apparently concentrating on one coin 
for each date and that of only the highest quality. In short they didn't have 
all that many coins but the ones they had would "knock your socks off.” Most 
circulated examples reported were VG to VF with a lot of collections reporting 
four or five coins for most Middle dates — a strong indication of high interest 
in Middle date varieties. 

Surprise! Middle dates were more common than either Early dates or Late 
dates in this survey. Middle dates were 44% of all coins reported; one 
collector who reported over 100 Middle dates had not a single Late date in his 
collection, demonstrating where many EAC people are concentrating their 
efforts. 19 Complete date sets of Middle dates were reported, with three 
other collectors needing one more date for the set; in two of the cases, the 
date needed wa3 1832 ! ! 

Speaking of reports, 26 of the 36 replies received indicated that their 
coins were not included in any other survey and several of the others noted 
that only their Early, Middle, or Late dates had been previously reported not 
their whole collection.

1636 Late dates reported 

A total of 5364 Large cents were reported in 36 collections for an 
average of 149 coins per collection. Certainly this shows that most people 
save varieties as well as dates, although one collection had 62 dates and only 
62 coins, so some pure date collectors exist. For the Late dates there were 
23 complete date sets reported, compared to 19 Middle date sets, and 11 Early 
date sets. Overall 10 people reported having all 64 dates. 

How accurate a picture of our hobby does this survey give? I 'm not good 
enough at statistics to tell you, but from my perspective there are several 
different types of collections being assembled. About 10% of the collections 
are of high grade "show stopper" material; perhaps another 10% are specialized 
collections that are working "only" on Middle dates. Early dates, varieties of 
1798, 1803, or whatever; but the vast majority of collectors appear to be 
working on both date and variety sets. Typically these collectors save VG 
to VF material with the extent of their collection being determined by how 
long they have been collecting and the size of their budget. 

How do you use the information in this survey? There are several ways. 

1. Set goals and define objectives. You notice that les than 1/3 of the 
collections reported had all the dates, yet 1799 and 1804 Large cents were 
available (in low grades). So might it not be reasonable to try and get all 
the dates? You notice that a Fine-12 is a good grade for ANY Early date. So 
might that be worth considering for your collection, anytime you find an 
affordable Fine-12 Early date you don't have? You notice that certain 
"common" dates don't appear as often or in the grades you thought they did. 
(For example 1806,1832, 1841) Might you move them up on your priority list so 
that when you find them you don't pass them over? 
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2. Feel good about your collection. Compare it with the survey results. No, 
not the Top three but with the Other Tops Average. That 1812 coin in F-15 
looks pretty good now, as does the VF-30 1826. You have some NICE material. 

Be proud of your collections, show it off, take part in the EAC meetings at 
shows and conventions. You will enjoy the hobby that much more.

I was looking for a hobby 
other than fishing, which is only seasonal — something I could enjoy even with 
a foot of snow on the ground ... something I could do late at night or very 
early in the morning. As a kid, I had several coin books half full of 
pennies, nickels, and dimes. But the one coin I liked best back then was the 
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1964 Kennedy half dollar. That was when they first circulated, 26 years ago; 
and that's where it stopped for me. Then in 1987, I started going to coin 
shops, but ended up with nothing that interested me. Oh, at one point I 
bought a mint roll of Kennedy halves, spread all twenty of them out at home, 
and thought, just like old times! But after about a week of looking at them, 

I felt really stupid; sure. I'll collect a thousand of these! I stopped my 
collecting again, almost before it began. 

However, months later, I returned to the coin shop and found an ad about 
a coin show. So I attended the show and bought a 1908 Indian Head cent from a 
Spokane dealer. It was graded MS-63, and he told me it was one of the harder 
dates to find... I couldn't wait to take this coin to the local coin shop. But 
on my next visit there, looking in the display case, I saw a 1906 cent just 
about as nice as mine, neither graded nor priced. So I pulled out my 1908 and 
asked the guy behind the counter how much he'd give me for it. He took out 
his lOx glass, gave it a look, and said he could pay me $22 — less than half of 
what I'd paid for it. He said it was Extremely Fine, and had marks on the 
cheek. Marks! Where? Looking under the glass, there were marks everywhere. 
Then I asked him how much he wanted for the 1906 cent in the display case. He 
said $25 — it was 'in a little better condition.' I walked out of that shop 
with my ears burning; I just couldn't believe what I'd heard! This is no 
hobby; this is a con game! 

A week later, I returned to the shop to look at that 1906 again. This 
time there were two different men behind the counter. The older, distin- 
guished-looking man was telling the younger one that this year he was buying a 
new blue Cadillac convertible. I asked the older man what he wanted for the 
1906 — he said $55. Wow! That's more than a 100% increase in a week. Maybe 
he's working on paying cash for that blue convertible! I never went back to 
that shop. 

But at another shop in a different part of town, some weeks later, I saw 
a group of large cents — all late dates, I now recognize. I bought an 1851 for 
$12. Now here was something I really liked! I tried to imagine all that 
happened during that year, as I held that coin in my hand; and unlike the 
Indian head, this coin was big enough to really see the details. On subse- 
quent visits, I bought other large cents. The man behind the counter could 
see that I was developing a real interest in large cents; he told me about the 
different varieties and die states, and about the Newcomb book, which I had 
him find for me. What a shock that book was — like coming out of total 
darkness. I was completely overwhelmed that someone had accomplished such a 
monumental task, many years ago, without the aid of a computer. It wasn't 
easy to read, but I finally got the message. 

Shortly after reading Newcomb's book, I went to my next big coin show 
(the silver dollar mania convention). Everywhere, there was silver dollar 
slab everything — and I must admit that I felt about those dealers just the way 
I felt about the dentist when I was a kid. While walking around looking, I 
spotted a dealer with nothing but copper. I knew nothing about Omaha back 
then, but I know that I left that show with three new coppers, feeling very 
good. Shortly thereafter, I filled out an application for EAC membership — and 
was introduced to an entirely new world: die break, die state, CC, CQR, and 

many more new concepts. Plus, after six months of dealing with Tom Reynolds, 
all my negative thoughts about coin dealers had disappeared. 
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Now I feel fortunate to be able to share in and become a part of what 
other collectors have worked on for so many years. I, too, have had the 
copper fever. I have cooled my engines somewhat on my journey; but it's not 
over yet. I've spent some time on Colonial coins and currency. Sometime I'd 
like to meet up with the man in his big bungtown convertible; I'd give him my 
1908 Indian head to put in his bung holder for safe keeping! 

Sometimes, I toy with the idea that I should have started collecting 
something nobody else wants ; having accumulated thousands, I could write The 
Book about them, maybe even make a market for them... After the book has been 
in print for a few years, I could start telling everybody about how plentiful 
they had been at one time, before certain ones ended up on the endangered list 
(R6)...I'd be way ahead of others who'd follow. I could even start a condi- 
tion census score, or tally all the collections — everybody with 200 or more, 
send me your list. Does this sound like a race, maybe even a bit of a rat 
race? Maybe 

First, you have to lay on your back until your eyes open up; then you 
can crawl. That's when the journey starts, thanks to EAC. Pleasant journey!
